Discussion involved claims 114-152, focusing on the independent claims. A 
simimary of the interview follows: 

Examiner and Applicant's representatives discussed the merit of the intended use of 
Qmodem and the newly cited reference Zellweger. Specifically, Applicant's 
representatives discussed if the Dos-based Qmodem would support a customized 
graphical user interface that was taught by Zellweger. Also, we discussed the 112 f 
rejection regarding support for specific words or phrases found in the claim language 
date 3/19/07. Applicant's representative will propose an amendment to the 
independent claims to overcome the 112 however no agreement was reaqched 
regarding Qmodem-Zellweger. Examiner may reexamine the Office's position in light 
of Applicant's future communications to the Office. 

The interview concluded with no determination made with respect to claims 1 14-152.
